- Tin! ion from Hitler's new 
robot 
bombe don't discount the possibil­ 
ity and even so probability of fu r­ 
ther devilish inventions. Prim e M in­ 
ister Churchill has w arned them 
lo be prepared for even greater 
trials. 
We shan't have to wait long to 
learn the truth. The G erm ans will 
have to get their secret weapons 
into action fast if they hope to gain 
any advantage before th e swiftly 
rising 
tide 
of 
disaster 
engulfs 
them on the fighting front—as w it­ 
t e r today’s good news from both 
eastern Europe and Normandy. 
Goebbels didn’t give details, but 
the Nazis have been bragging about 
having rockets so huge th a t they 
will carry ten tons 
of 
explosive 
against England. The present flying 
bomb tywhich is a different species 
of death' is a baby beside it. 
Although this sounds fantastic to 
the uninitiated, 
m ilitary 
experts 
recognize th a t the creation of such 
a weapon Is possible. 
Of course Goebbels is trying t.o 
bolster the morale of his people in 
fart of the Prussian m ilitary re­ 
volt and the reverses on th e battle 
fronts 
Still, it’s hard to believe 
that even an 
unscrupulous 
and 
practiced liar like the propaganda 
minister would dare try to fool the 
public 
by 
promising 
to 
deliver 
something th at doesn’t exist. 
The 
results of 
such 
m isrepresentation 
would be rebellion by the people 
themselves. 
Hitler has promised G erm any vic­ 
tory bv means of secret weapons. 
Well. lie certainly 
delivered 
one 
terribii' instrument in the flying 
bomb, and his insistence 
on 
rc- 
oranizing for total w ar and making 
n fight to the finish m ight indicate 
he has something fu rth er up his 
sleeve. 
However, while the dictator may 
think he has a chance to secure a 
compromise peace, surely he and all 
his captains realize by th is time 
that they can’t win the war. 
Thp 
Prussian war lords, who represent 
some of the world’s sm artest m ili­ 
tary brains, turned against H itler 
precisely because they realized that 
Germany had lost the w ar and they 
felt further resistance was a waste 
of men and wealth. 
Tile Prussian m ilitarists presum ­ 
ably know all 
about 
any 
secret 
weapons which G erm any may have 
If they thought 
these 
weapons 
would win the war they would have 
stuck with the Fuehrer. 
If Hitler has new weapons it’s a 
fair bet that. like the flying bomb 
they're of the type calculated to 
-mash civilian morale, w ithout hav­ 
ing great military value. T here’s 
no secret weapon likely to halt the 
Allied offensive. H itler’s sole hope 
Is that by hook or by crook he may 
f^ure a compromise peace. T hat 
beice so the lobe suffering people 
rf England may be about to under­ 
set f ir!lier tria ls of stam ina, since 
thee are the ones he 
can 
reach 
readily. 


Nazis Flee Before 
Yanks Threatening 
To Take Coutances 


SUPREM E HEADQUARTERS, Allied Expeditionary Force, July 28— 
Gen. Om ar N. Bradley’s forces today advanced to within two miles 
of Coutances in Normany, and field dispatches predicted the fall soon 
of th at city, a choke point for Germans attem pting to escape from the 
Lessay and Periers areas. 


The American tank breakthrough had plunged spearheads more 
hail l l miles deep into the heart of enemy defenses and mushroomed 
into a front 17 miles broad behind the enemy flanks, threatening en­ 
trapm ent of most of the G erm an forces in the western half of the N or­ 
m andy front.

American fliers supporting the breakthrough said the G erm ans 
ailing back through the Coutances bottleneck were in greater disorder 
than during M arshal Erwin Rommel’s debacle in N orth Africa. 
(The London public speculated th at Lt. Gen. George S. Patton, Jr., 
of Sicily fame, was leading this huge stream of m en and arm or pour­ 
ing through the gap 
London newspapers declared 50,000 to 75,000 G er­ 
m ans were threatened w ith being caught in the pocket against the sea­

In a coordinated strike from Italy 
more th an 500 Liberators with prob 
ably an equal escort bombed the 
Ploesti oil center 35 miles n orth of 
Bucharest for the 12th time.

LONDON, July 28—Brest I itovsk, last great fortress

Warsaw, was abandoned to tile onrushing Russian armies today along 
with K aunas in Lithuania, Berlin announced. 
Soviet troops charged within 30 miles of th e Polish capital. In a 17- 
m ile-advance beyond the San river, they penetrated to a point 128 miles 
from Germ an Silesia. 
Brest Litovsk and K aunas gave the Russians IO m ajor trium phs in 
24 hours as they whipped through the Baltic states, Poland and the C ar­ 
pathian foothills toward East Prussia, O erm an Silesia and Czschoslovakia. 
The Germ an high command announced the evacuation of Brest L it­ 
ovsk in its dad ycommunique, and soon afterw ard the Transocean agency 
adm itted the loss of Kaunos. the old capital of Lithuania. 
Nearest Russian troops were within 340 miles of Berlin itself with 
the capture of Garwolin, 30 miles southeast of Warsaw. 
O ther Russian trium phs were announced in a record splurge of orders

While one Polish political 
organization gnashes 
its teeth iii London, another organization in Poland 
is beginning to take credit for administering the areas 
from which the Germ ans have retreated before the 
Russian army.

The fact th at Britain was willing 
to fight in behalf of Poland at a time when Russian 
troops were Invading Polish territory as part of an 
arrangem ent with the Germ ans when they now are 
driving out of the same territory cannot be fitted in­ 
to the present realities. Russia needed a Polish gov­ 
ernm ent. so it caused one to be organized The real­ 
ities. as usual, have been honored.

eased only in the

Russian-sponsored government the Polish Com mit­ 
tee of National Liberation offers a liberal, equitable 
prospectus. Obviously, the organization, being spon­ 
sored by Russia, will be friendly to Russia But just 
as obviously, as long as 
Russia and 
Poland are to 
have a common border, Russi awill insist on a friend­ 
ly Poland as one of the rights of the victory it is win­ 
ning 
The situation already has generated enough 
heat to kindle another war in the brittle tinder of 
Polish hates, fears and jealousies, but the chief cir­ 
cumstance of the m oment is that as between rival 
contenders for the right to aduiitister a government 
of Poland, the organization sponsored by Russia got 
into operation first.
